The uotable day for the Michigan 
Association of the Deaf, the 20th of 
June, 1911, has come with beautiful 
sunshine. The early bird catches 
the worm. That beautiful morning 
the deaf were as happy as a lark, 
and were looking for their old 
friends to shake bauds with friends 
they had not met for many years, 
and one of them did not return to 
Flint until that uotable day after he 
had left, just before the close of the 
Civil War. The day was uotable for 
the deaf. 

The trains and iuterurbans arrived 
from the north, east, west, south, 
with the deaf. They were all once 
again in the spacious halls and on 
the beautiful park of their loved 
alma mater. Upon arrival at the 
noble Institution every name of the 
visitors was recorded, and they were 
furnished with meal tickets and 
lodging upou paying fifty cents i)er 
day. Exactly 290 names were on 
the record book at the close of the 
re-union, and it was the largest on 
the record in the history of the as- 
sociation. Some of them came from 
New York, Pennsylvania, Ohio, 
Massachusetts, Colorado, Illinois, 
Indiana, Wisconsin, and Canada. 

The Kalamazoo deaf came in a 
large group under the leadership of 
Martin M. Taylor. Some other 
deaf joined the party on the way. 
No jollier crowd could be found 
than the Kazoos, and they wished 
they could ride for 100 years. But 
it was too bad becaus* it was short- 
lived and they stopped at Flint sud- 
denly, though the trip was about 120 
miles, which would seem like a year 
to a perion if he went without com- 
pany. 

The highly-educated, middle, and 
-working classes were combined in 
this great gathering of the deaf. 
They did not talk about the weather 
and did not care about the heat, but 
they were glad to see sach other. 
The reciprocity pact did not bother 
them. 

The board of trustees and Supt. 
F. D. Clarke kindly gave the keys 
to the deaf during their short stay, 
and the alma mater was dear to 
them. They talked, talked and 
talked of old times all day. 

WBDNBSDAV, JUNK 21. 

The Michigan A.s.sociatiou of the 
Deaf opened the first session in the 
old chapel at 9:15 a.m., A. J. Eick-, 
hoflf presiding. U]x)n calling the 
meeting to order the president in- 
troduced Martin M. Taylor of Kala- 
mazoo who offered the opening 
prayer. 

After address of welcome by Dr. 
P. D. Clarke, U. S. Senator Gordon 
of Mississippi, who happened to be 
in Flint, made some remarks, 
Ur. Clarke interpreting, and algo 
gave a short talk on reciprocity 
at the requ4>st of a member. 

Response and president's address, 
reports of officers and commitce, ap- 
pointment of committees and mis- 
cellaneous business were in order. 

The association wiis incorporated 
March I, 1911. Article I states the 
purposes of the incorporation, viz: 
" To promote the educational, mor- 
al, material, and social interests of 
the deaf of Michigan.*' ICach of 
these four interests formed the sub- 
ject for a paper: by Messrs. J M. 
Stewart, of Flint, on " Educational," 
by I<'rank K. Collelte, of South Hend 
Ind., on " Material," by Willis 
Hubbard, of Flint, ou " Moral." and 
by Collins C. Colby, of South Haven, 
on "Social" Owing to shortness 
of time these papers were not read 
on the platform, but they were or- 
dered to be printed in the Mirror by 
a motion. 

A {xjetical rendition, " The St»r- 
Spangled Banner," was l)eautifully 
signed by Miss Berthn V. Hamilton.

At the forenoon meeting a com- 
mittee, composed of Messrs. Hub- 
bard, Taylor and Colby, wasappoint- 
ed by the president to purchase a 
loving cup as a gift for Superinten- 
dent Clarke. Mr. Hubbard was 
elected to make a presentation ad- 
dress at the banquet.

That evening the deaf assembled 
in the new chapel at the Brown 
Hall, to see Dr. Thomas Francis 
Fox give his great dramatic reading, 
and it was soon filled up. At 8: 30 
Dr. Clarke made an introducing ad- 
dress, and said Dr. Fox was his pu- 
pil when Dr. Clarke was a teacher 
at Fanwood, aud he was proud of 
him. Then Dr. Clarke introduced 
Dr. Fox to the audience, who waved 
handkerchiefs at him. 

Dr. Fox wore a full dress suit and 
and acted like a great dramatic 
actor, and pleased the audience so 
much. He gave a reading of 
Bulwer-Lytton's drama, " Rich- 
elieu." Dr, Fox was a very clever 
and graceful actor at it from begin 
ning to end, and made the audience 
stick to the seats for fully two hours. 
Thursuay, Junk 22. 
The entire day was devoted to 
pleasure. The members toured the 
city in the forenoon. Fifty autos 
were furnished by the owners, of 
Flint, free of cost. They saw the 
greatest auto factory in the world, 
aud many public buildings. Flint 
has tripled the population in ten 
years and raised from the 40th to 
6th State. They returned to din- 
ner with a good appetite. 

The afternoon was spent in 
sports. A baseball game between 
the oldsters under the captaincy of 
Cholly Lawrence, of Saginaw, and 
the youngsters, with Merton Fran- 
ciso, of Allegan, as captain.

Mr. UeofKe W. Vedilz sizes up 
the priuling iiiduislry as an occupa- 
tion foi lhi> dnaf wt»ll in the fol- 
JDwin^ editorial :—" There i.s no 
ib^uyiiig the f«el, that printing and 
its branches still seems to be the 
liadH par »acolleuoe fordeaf. They 
hold iher own wilh lh«'ir ht^arin^ 
tnllow workmen and in several in- 
.slHiioeH urp foiemeii of their shop. 
One denf printer iu Norfolk earns 
♦ 1,500 a year at his trade aud in 
another oity there is one whose pay 
the year through aggregates $1,800. 
Deaf printers who own their homes 
and give other evitleuce of thrift 
and prosperity probably exceed iu 
number Ihoae employed in any 
other trade. The printerH them- 
selves, moreover, were very much 
in evidence at theoouveution. Still 
auolher reeommendntion i»os8e!wed 
by^ this traue as an oceupation for 
llie deaf is its union, second )ier- 
haps to only one other labor miiou, 
that of I he Biolherhoud of Loeuiuo- 
live Engineers. And it ahould not 
be forgotten that this union also 
maintains one of the best homen 
for disabled workmen in the coun- 
try, quite a number of deaf-mute 
printers having benefitted there- 
form. In short this trade amply 
deserves to be placed first ou the 
manual training list of every school 
foi the deaf in the country that 
maintains an iuduatrial depart- 
ment." 

The following letter came from 
the manager of the New York lino- 
type school :— " Mr. J. A. Rhodea 
attained the phenomenal speed of 
4000 ems per hour in ten w»»eka 
from the lime he entered the school. 
This surprising speed is accounted 
for larKely by tlie fact that deaf 
and dumb men talk by the aid uf 
their hands, their tiuKers move with 
great rapidity. They have greater 
ability in coneentratintr their miuda 
than most persons, which is a very 
useful feature iu operating the 
linotype." 

The printing industry is sixth iu 
rank iu the United Slates. Its 
i-apital is $798,768,312, itsemployoa 
number 430,214 aud the value of 
its yearly product is $367,112,36(5. 
It is exceeded in financial im- 
portame only by f(»o<l products, 
textiles, iiou ami steel, lumber and 
chemicals. In its intimate couueu- 
tioii with intelligeDce, morals, 
government and prouress it ia »ur 
paawHl by uone. 

The rather rare sight of a double 
rainbow was enjoyed in thi.s village, 
alter the shower at seven o'clock, 
Monday evening. 

The ui*ch of the speotruw extend- 
ed from liortheaMl to south, a radi- 
ant semi circle of kfreat magnitude, 
e«>lor being well defined. 

The secondary rainltow, eou 
oeiitrio wilh the pruuHiy, was of 
course still larger but much fainter 
in color. A curious pheuoineuoo 
of the seuondaiy rainbow is that its 
colors appeur in the reverse order. 

The triple lainbow is never seen ; 
unletw, possibly, by some ^uy who 
has been generously treated by 
some other guys. 

We quote fiom Rev. Thomas B. 
Gregory:— NiNElYKouR years ago 
today— April 15, 1817-^tlie first 
Institution in the New World for the 
ediioalion of the deaf and was open, 
ed at llarlfoid. Conn. Very touch- 
ing is the aucouut of the way iu 
which this auhool was started. In 
the family of Ur. Cogswell, an emi- 
nent llartfoid physician, was a 
very sweet aud bright little deaf- 



mute girl, who attracted the atten- 
lion and touched the hearts of all 
who know about her. Ujxju iveeti- 
gation it waa found that the little 
gill was but one of many persons 
in the Statewho were thns'alflieted, 
and it was at once decidetl to send 
some one abrottd to acquire the 
art of eduoating them. In due 
lime the Rev. Dr. Qallaudet, who 
had been selected to do the work, 
made his report, and the institution 
was ineoporated as the Conoeoticut 
Asylum for the Eduealion of the 
Deaf and Dumb. 

To-day there are in the Unltwl 
States sixty-six public, thirty-eight 
private and eighteen church insti- 
tutions for the instruction of the 
deaf and dumb. In the whole 
country, acuurdiug to the census of 
1909, there were about forty-five 
thousand deaf-mutes.out of which 
niiml)er some twenty thousand were 
being educated in the above-men- 
tione<l institutions. 

Quite aside from the philau- 
thropio phase of the subject, it may 
be remarked that there is no feature 
of our wontlertui modern civiliza- 
tion that is more strikingly sugges- 
tive of the ingenuity of the human 
mind than this sanse effort in Ite- 
balf of the deaf and dumb. 

In early times it was the firm 
conviction of the wisest of the wise 
that the education of such unfortu- 
nates was absolutely impossible. 
It was firmly believed that language 
could only be acquired thiough the 
medium of the ear. Readers of the 
classics will recall the well-known 
couplet of Lucretius : 

" To instruct the deaf no art could ever 

reach. 
No care improve them, and no wisdom 

teach," 

The flrnt Instance of a deaf-mute 
being insimcled is that mentioned 
by Bede, about the year 685, and 
centuries pass away before another 
case is brought to our notice. But 
human sympathy was stronger than 
the doctrines of the philosophers, 
and about 15G0 a Spanish monk, 
named Pedrt) de Ponce, sucoeedt^d 
in starting the good work which was 
to result iu the masterful system 
that we have to day for the ednca- 
tion of the deaf and dumb, a system 
that is daily achieving results that 
are but little short o( being uiracu 
lous. 

Unto the hitherto narrowed and 
cheerless world of the deaf and 
dumb humauity has been given the 
breadth and variety, the interest 
and joy that belong to the more 
fovored of I he race ; aud the plea- 
sures of social interoourse, together 
with the very loftiest of all delights, 
that of intellectual communion with 
tlie master thinkers of all time, is 
to-day the heritage of a claatt who 
were in ancient times thought to be 
hoi>elesaly committed to the vacuity 
and wretche<lness of a perpetual 
mental darkness. 

It is always pleasing to learn of 
the suece«.«< of our deaf frietads and 
Mr. Fred Foster, of Syiacnse, is to 
be oougratul&ted uptm the fact of 
having lately obtained a permaneul 
out-tif-town position in a large up- 
to-date plant. 

Mr. Freil King, of Hinghamtou, 
proprietor of the Kilmer House oi< 
Riverside Drive, while fishing in 
the Susquehanna River, suddenly 
felt the \\v«(\ of a steam derrick. 
He lauded a luoustroiu pike, weigh- 
ing fifteett puuNis, m«Muring 
thirty-eight Inches in length, the 
laigest river catch in aeventy-three 
years. 

Wideawake deaf who. got up at 
four to feast their eyes on the un- 
loading of the Wild' West show at 
the Parlor City were rudely disap 
{Minted The show train arrived 
late.

Mv Dbar Rbogv: — I am in re- 
ceipt to-day of your list giving the 
amounts and standing based tbereou 
raised in the several States for the 
Moving Picture Fund. 

Referring to my copy of the 
Annals lor January, 1910, I find 
that Oklahoma is credited with 223 
pupils iu attendance, November 10, 
(909; Colorado with 147; Louisiana 
with 139; and Oregon with 73. 

Colorado has a few collections to 
come in, but her State treasurer has 
waived claim to the prize concerned, 
should the rating, when all returns 
are in, place her first. 

A glance at the figures will show 
that in proportion to her enrollment, 
Oregon stands hrst; Colorado, 
second; Louisiana, third; and Okla- 
homa, fourth. 

Oregon raised, if I may use the 
expression, ^3. 12 per capita; Colo- 
rado, $2.59; Louisiana, $2.25; and 
Oklahoma, $1.85. 

I had given no particular thought 
to the real relative standing of the 
several states until the receipt of 
your list, and the result is somewhat 
of a surprise to me. I am unable to 
recall who the State treasurer for 
Or^OQ is, but offer my congratula- 
tions. Unless my rating is chal- 
lenged and shown to be erroneous, I 
shall ship the trio of White Leg- 
horns to Oregon some time in De- 
cember, when they are fully na- 
tured. 

The treasurers of the other States 
named performed splendid service, 
and I regret that it is not a ' ' Round 
Table" afiair, as all are equally de- 
serving aud all should have a pri/e. 
In this connection, I congratulate 
you also on the success that has 
crowned your efforts. Your pen of 
fowls will be ready for you any time 
after December ist, and if their re- 
cord as egg producers in any way 
epuals your splendid record with the 
Moving Picture Fund, they will be 
worth their weight in gold. 

I wish to be permitted, as former

HE IS STH.L MUCH IN EVIDENCE 
IN THE AFRICAN WILUS. 



Hiiije, unwieldy beast as h»- is, 
slow of movement and without 
special means of defence, or a su- 
pera bunds iK^e of intelligence, the 
hippopotamus has yet held his of 
own at;ai list his human foes during 
the last half century, better than 
any other beast whose hide or 
fleece is useful to man. 

For during that period, which has 
witnessed Ihe almost complete exter- 
mination of the millions of shaggy 
bi.sons which once roamed the great 
prairies of North America, and has 
eonvert.e<l into an almost dead world 
(/,ooloi;i(^ally speaking), those vast 
wastes of Southern Africa, which 
when first visiteil by Europeans 
were tenanted by iunumerable herds 
ol wild animals, the range of the 
liippo|)olamiis has been but slightly 
resliieted, and to-day his loud 
trumpeting liellow may still be 
heard on every lake or river of any 
size from the upper waters of the 
Nile to St. Lucia Bay in Ziilulaud. 
Until quite recently a few still lin- 
gered in the lower reaches of the 
Orange River, and also in the St. 
John's River in Poudoland, and 
simie of these may si ill survive. 

At the present day the liippopola- 
miis is still pleniifiil in the lower 
Limpopo, and il is to be found also 
in greate^r or lesser number's in every 
stream, where the conditions are 
favorable to its existence, betweeu 
that river and the Zambesi, aud 
from thiMK^e thi'oughout the while 
of Central, Eastern and Western 
Africa, ranging r orthwaids on the 
west lo the confines of the waterless 
Sahara, and on the east to the upper 
cataracts of the Nile. 

Thus the hippopotamus seems 
likely to be able lo maintain itself 
for centuries to come in the vast 
rivuifl aud swamps of Afiici, and 
bids far to outlive, uaan animal, both 
the elephant and the rhinoceros. 
In 1803 a considerable number of 
hippopotami inhabited the deep 
po<dH of the upper Umziugwaui 
River, some forty miles south of 
Buluwayo. 

These animals had been protected 
for many years, both by Lo Bengals 
and his father, Umzillgazi before 
him, but no sooner were the Mata- 
bele conquered aud their country 
thrown open to Europeans, than 
certain white men destroyed nearly 
all these animals, which thad been 
leinlered tame liy long protectiou, 
for the sake of their hides. A small 
herd was also protected by Le 
Bengala irr the Umguza River, 
within twenty miles of Buluwayo, 
but whether it Is still iu existence 
or not is not known. 

Although the African aud Asiatic 
elephants and rhinoceroses differ 
oousidorably from their prototypes of 
Pleistocene times, the hippopotamus 
of the present day appears to be 
identical in sirui-ture with the ani- 
mal whose fossil bones have been 
discovered irr the caves and river 
beds of Southern Britain, ami which 
must have been an inhalritant of 
Western Europe at a very remote 
period of the world's history proba- 
l>ly anterior to the glacial period, 
for durirrg and subsequent to that 



time the English climate 
hardly have been suitable 
re<(niicments.

land was already so well organized in 
charity work that they did not need a 
convention of that sort there, that the 
conference of charities should go to a city 
which was unorganized aud most woefully 
uninterested in charity organization. This 
is my ground in urging that your committee 
decide to come to Cleveland, and Ohio. We 
need you here more than you need us. The 
Clevelaud public Is woefully unacquainted 
with the resources and brightness of the 
many wonderful lieaf in the country. More- 
over there is a pure oral school here, aud 
the public knows little or nothing of what 
the manually taught deaf can do, and what 
the sign language would mean to the deaf. 
Your audiences would be large, so large 
that wu would probably have to get the Hip 
prodrome for the larger sessions. 

This is exactly what the deaf of so large a 
city as t'levelaud need. It Would undoubt- 
edly open a new industrial field to the deaf. 
In making your decisiou 1 beg of you to 
consider tills phnse of the question most 
carefully : Which city needs the con- 
vention must f Certainly not the city which 
is uear a school fur the deaf and where the 
deaf are already well knuwu. t'ertainly nut 
the very small town where the uutside 
public would hear little of the sessions. Cei- 
tainly not the town where the deaf are al- 
ready well organized and have already turn- 
ed In iheir limit of members to the M. A. D. 
So: Which city needs tlie N. A. I), mostf 

Remember that we offer you every other 
facility that any other city offers you— co- 
operation uf the civic body and all surts uf 
fiiu and pleasure, good ^lodging and hotel 
accummoilHtions, an entertainment fund 
which will aiu^ly cover all legitimate ex- 
penses, but which we, of course, caunot at 
this time name, for we do not know the ex- 
act amount, and in addition to all this, we 
make the plea that Cleveland needs an 
awakening, the deaf of Ohio need an awak- 
ening, so IJiat we may lie cuunted loyal and 
zealous members of the N. A. U. The way to 
make us so, is to come here aud awakeu us 
and tap a practically new field, and one that 
will iimloubtediv be uf Immense future 
benelit to the N. A. U. 

I have written at length because hitherto 
the deaf of t'levelaud have beeu reticent in 
making knuwn the grounds uu which they 
base their desire for the cunventi')n. 

We draw no comparions; we decry no 
other city's merits; we kuow that the N. A. 
D will be royally entertained wherever they 
go: but we ilo kuow the Cleveland and Its 
deaf need you and through that need we 
make uur appeal.

June ISlli, being the last Sunday 
of the American School yetir, Prin- 
cipal Jot) Williams conduci d the 
morning chapel service. There 
were present many of the teachers, 
aud it was something of a surprise 
that any should be abuent on such 
au occasion, quite a unmher of 
former pupils aud all the present 
pupils iu the school. 

The old chapel room looked as 
wooden and dingy as ever, there 
probably being no rtx>ms for reli- 
gious purpose In the length and 
lireaillh of the laud m<>re hopeless- 
ly devoid of beauty, of spiritual 
suggestiveness, of anything hinting 
of the divine sweetness and light. 
Yet, the piesence of all the glad 
young life and Ihe dignity aud the 
profoundly touching discourse of 
Principal Williams, helped to lift 
up one's soul. 

The discourse was based on Ihe 
bible verse, "C'eitainly I will be 
with thee," Exotlus, 3:12., and an 
explanation of C'ardinal Newman's 
beautiful hymn, " Lead, Kindly 
Light." 

Ou Thursday, June •^2d, the 
commencement exercises Uiok place, 
and were the most interesting of 
any school for the deaf commence- 
ment exercises we have seen, and 
that includes commencement we 
have witnessed at the big Pennsyl- 
vania School, aud at the well known 
Horace Mann School of Boston. The 
whole history of the educational de- 
velopment of the deaf iu this conn 
try was epitomized iu tbe exercises. 
For, o( the graduating class es.^ays 
one was delivered by signs, the se- 
cond by finger spelling, aud the 
third by speech. Two classes with 
their respective teachers, gave an 
exhibitiou of speech -reading, aud 
of speaking. A while previous the 
industrial exhibition had been held, 
showing the vocational i>ossibilities 
of the pnpils, aud the presence of 
Dr. E. M. Gallaudet, of Washing- 
Ion, D. C, completed this remark- 
able commencement exhibition and 
exerolae. 

A few years ago we attended a 
commencement at a well known 
school for the deaf, where the essays 
of the graduating class were read by 
tbe hearing teachers, the pupil him- 
self or herself, as the case might be, 
standing on the platform, while it 
was being reaii a dumb aud pathe- 
tic spectacle indeed. 

But here in this old Hartford 
school commencement, we saw the 
whole progress and the whole pro 
Idem of deaf-mute education set 
forth by the pupils themselves, aud 
in it all giving evidence of ilijeir 
own patient and faithful training in 
each feature of the exercises. 

The members of the graduation 
were seven in number, their names 
being: Ethel M. Bogue, of Hartford 
Anna M. Hoffman, of Deep River, 
Estella M. Miller, of Bridgeport, 
Ruth Wilcox, of Mansfield, Everett 
G. Graves, of East Cambridge, 
Mass. Edward E. Ragna, of Hart 
ford, and James A. Sullivan, of 
New Haven. 

An address was made by Rev. J 
W. Cooi>er, a noted Congregation 
Clergyman, retired from active 
ministry, and now a resident of 
Hartford. He gave an excellent 
talk. Prof. A. S. Clark interpreting 
it by signs for the deaf present. 
The subject was, '* Getting the 
most out of Life." The main 
points Iteiug life should be clean, 
not fouled by wrong and low ideals : 
that life should be ever learning and 
so progressive; that life should have 
its work to do; and should have its 
holy faith. He spoke of the need 
of self-discipline aud gave as an 
illustiatiou. President Taft's daily

efficient.
